Ortiz caused 
the Legislature to practically proclaim 
Gen. Reyes a rebel, and grant the Gov- 
ernor extraordinary powers to levy a tax 
and negotiate a loan for the purpose of 
putting a force in the field to suppress 
Gen. Reyes. The general immediately 
took the defensive. The citizens of 
Sonora have failed to pay the ex- 
traordinary tax, and Gov. — Ortiz 
and the Legislature being un- 
able to raise a force sufficient to 
cope with the seventeen hundred Federal 
troops under command of Gen. Reyes, 
have abandoned the capital-—Hermosillo 
— and taken refuge in Guaymas, which 
is at present the seat of the civil govern- 
ment. Gen. Reyes despatched two 
hundred Federal troops to Guaymas on 
the next train after the Governor and 
Legislature departed for Hermosillo,and 
they are now quartered in that city.

STONEMAN’S AFFILIATIONS. 


In further proof of the allegation 
that Stoneman is the railroad candi- 
date, we cite an editorial article in the 
San Francisco Chronicle, making state- 
ments of the gravest character relative 
to Gen. Stoneman’s personal intercourse 
with Leland Stanford and other railroad 
managers. The assertions of the 
Chronicle—which Stoneman’s friends 
would not let go. uncontradicted one 
hour if they hadthe power to refute 
them—we sum up as follows: 1. That 
two weeks ago Stoneman had a long 
private interview at the Palace Hotel 


with Leland Stanford; and, 2. That. 


about the same time Stoneman was 
seen in close conversation with W. W. 
Stow, the California general political 
trtckster in the pay of the Central 
Pacific Company and in Stanford’s 
full confidence. The deduction logi- 
cally drawn by the. Chronicle from 
these facts is that it is both strange 
and suspicious that a professed anti- 
monopolist like Stoneman should be 


' found connubiating with the head and 


chief political agent of the great cor- 
poration. The Chronicle further says: 


The suspicion is strengthened by 
the fact that the newspapers controlled 
by tbe railroad, which commonly take 
their cue from Stow, immediately af- 
ter these repo:ted close conversations 
~by Stoneman with Stanford and Stow, 
became unusually sweet on Stoneman 
and bitter on Estee, his competitor for 
the Governorship. The raader will 
bear in mind that Stoneman is running 
onthe Democratic ticket, is a Demo- 
crat of long standing, while Stanford 
and Stow are both ‘professedly Repub- 
lican, and could not possibly have any- 
thing strictly political or partisan to 
engage Stoneman’s attention in a long 
interview, unless it was something 
touching Stoneman’s relations with the 
railroad and the corporations with 
him; sumething, for example, let us

-industriously belaboring Railroad Com- 


missioner Stoneman for inefficiency 
and inferential imbec'lity in the dis- 
charge of his official duties. It as- 
saulted him for unfaithfulness to the 
people’s interests and monopoly 
leanings. Stoneman’s own sworn 
official report “declared unequiv- 
ocally tbe railroads were 
well managed, and not imposing, 
burdens upon the people.

self. It bas flopped so much on pub- 
lic questions in the course of its check- 
ered career that its opinions and state- 
ments are entitled to small weight.

ANALYZE-THE VOTE. 


Two days ago we charged that 
Stoneman, the Democratic candidate 
for Governor, was the railroad candi- 
date and received their support, and:

Johnson and Taylor were either of 
them acceptable to the railroad com- 
pany; but the vote of both combined 
wa3 not sufficient to nominate, and as 
an uncompromising antagonism ex- 
isted between the — corporations 
and Hearst, their influence, compris- 
ing the strength of Johnson and Tay- 
lor, was finally given to Stoneman on 
the fourteenth ballot, and produced 
his nomination; who not. only then but 
ever since has been receiving their 
earnest support, peisonally and by 
their organs, some of which have been 
seduced from, the Republican party, 
like the Record-Union, Argonaut-and 
Spirit of the Times. 

The Hraminer of June 22d says: 
“The fresh arrival of railroad men is 
recognized as to beat at least two of 


The logical inference from this 
statement is ‘‘clear as mud.” They bit- 
terly opposed Hearst; and being un- 
able to nominate Johnson or Taylor, 
they gave their vote to Stoneman as 
the least objectionable of the “two” 
they wanted to beat. 

In the Republican Convention at Sac- 
ramento they attempted to recoup by

HERE is a fact which should be 
sufficient to open the eyes of the peo- 
ple of Southern California to the grasp- 
ng, oppressive, despotic policy of the 
great railroad monopoly of California, 
and its persistent determination to 
crush out, if possible, all rival trans- 
portation lines. We have information 
that the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company refused, a day or two ago, 
to ship some fruit from San Diego 
to the East, via the California 
| Southern on any terms; the shipper was 
obliged to send his shipment to San 
Pedro, whence it could, by permission 
of the Southern Pacific, be transported 
east, via Los Angeles, passing through 
Colton on its destination. There 
could be but one object in this policy 
on the part of the big corporation, 
namely, to embarrass, discourage 
and harrass the little corporation, 
and finally to force it to surrender to 
the great octopus. 


WE record to-day a commercial 
transaction of note—a shipment of 
crockery, amounting to fifty-six crates, 
from Liverpool, England, direct to a 
wholesale firm in Los Angeles. This 
is noteworthy. There is no good 
reason why an. importing trade 
may not. grow up here of large 
dimensions and of vast importance. 
Now if’ we only had a coast railroad, 
the Los Angeles importers of the 
future could supply a very large area 
of country to the northward and west- 
ward, which now draws its supplies 
from San Francisco. Let us think of 
this coast road project—and then go 
and build the road.

schools the last school year. 

The public schools of this county 
need the care and supervision of an 
active, earnest, educated gentleman.
